, Thei;e apems to be some confusion of 
thought hi tho country and even in tho 
Legislature on the siilijocb of free educa- 

tiiui or free schools. Tho word "free," 
as applied to education, apparently leads 
to a misconception which is likely to jiro- 
ducc serious results. Tho word in this 
connection does not moan without unmey 
and without price. liducation in no 
country is free in this sense. Under any 
Hyatem education uuist bo paid for and 
the money for its auijport must come from 
tho people. There is no element of 
charity in the free school system 
as established in this province or 
in other parts of tho continent, 
fho parent can send his child to the pub- 
lic .school without paying any fee directly 
either to the teacher or tho trustees, but 
he di.e.s pay for the education of bis child 
nevertheless, lie pays for it in the same 
way as iio pays for a hundred other ad- 
vantages and conveniences ho enjoys in 
common with his fellow citizens. We 
have no talk of free streets, free bridges, 
free legislation or free light. Tho citizen 
receives the benefits which they are cap- 
able of alVording without making any 
direct payment. But they are no more 
free in tho sense of being without cost 
than are the liread ho eals <Jr the coat be 
wears. It is found convenient to 
pay for some things which the in- 
habitants of the province use out of a com- 
mon fund to which the law compels eiery 
one to contribute. The advantiige is free 
to all and it is therefore fair that all 
should pay for it. Education in this 
province is included among the.so things. 
Wise men in dill'crent parts of the world 
have concluded that it is best for the 
community to have the education o 
children made public so that none slial 
be perniittcd to gmw up in igiior.uicc 
liisteiid of each parent being free to edu- 
cate bis cliildren or not as he may see tit, 
schools are provided for all children, and 
he is forced to contribute accord 
ing to his means towards their sup- 
port. As every man pays his 
share towards the education fund 
tlie .schools are free t(.> every nian'a chil- 
dren, lu bomo countries the parent is 
cinnpMeil to send his children to the pub- 
lic or -aome other school. All schools, 
whether privalt) or public, are supported 
by the people. The i)eo]ile pay for the 
education that tlieir cbildnui receive, no 
matter what may be its form. The ques- 
tion of free schools, therefore, resolves it- 
self into one of ways and means. As all 
education must be paid for by the people, 
the matter to be considered is which is the 
best way to pay for it. Is it best for 
every (uie to educatu ..wn children and 
pay tne ieii..l.o. airootly, .,r it best to 
give the goverinneiit cbiugc of education 
ami make it the trustee of the fund raised 
for its iiiaintcii.ancc '. 'I'lici-c is a third 
system of free piililic schuuls, 
in which the money for their support is 
raised by local assessment. And there is 
still another in which the public free 
schools are supported by local nttes aided 
by government subsidies. The people 
theniaolves have the choice of tho form of 
payment, whether it should he a tax piud 
to the governniunt or the inunicijmlity — 
or a feo to tho teac'licr, ljut in no case is 
education to be had for nothing. 

If the people want public education and 
connnon schools tliey must lay mit, and 
they do lay out, to jiay for them. Wlieii 
they esUiblisli a free school system such 
as obtains in this province they are under 
an obligation to nu uiie. The guverniuent 
is merely their treasurer and administrator. 
It gives them nothing v^hatever. It is the 
duty of tho people to see that education 
does not rob oilier branches of tho pub 
lie service of what is neccs.sary for their 
siii)]iort. iftheywimt good roads and 
good hi-idges, as well as good sclionls, they 
iiiiist calculate upon paying for tho roads, 
liiidgcs and schools. It will not do lorob 
the roads for the saki^ of Iho .schools, nor 
yot to neglect the scliools for tlie sakii of 
the roads. The proper maintenance of 
both must be provided for. If tho people 
want the present system continued— and 
in the present condition of the province, 
they could not not have a better one — 
they must miiko up their minds to jiay 
what is necessary for its support. If they 
are not willing to support tlieprcsentaystcin 
there is nothing in I Iio worki to hinder 
their t rying some other, hut wo lielievi 
that in no other way can they (!ducat<! all 
the children of the provinrc so widlandsi 
cheaply as is done under the system that 
is now in operation and which is produc- 
ing such beneficial results, It should be 
distinctly remembered by all who di al 
with this subject in nny way that the pub 
c schools belong to tho people, they arc 
leir iiecuHar property, they alone pay for 
i lieir support, and they are under no obli- 
gation to any man or to any body of men 
for their coiitin iiaiici!.
